M A S S A C H U S E T T S L E G I S L A T U R E 


In the debate in the House of Representa­ 
tives, Feb. 38, on the resolves relating to the 
Bank of the United States, M r Robinson, of 
Marblehead, said, that he had not intended to 
address the House on this subject until now, 
because it seemed to him yesterday, that the 
House was anxious of coming to the question 
without any further debate. 
B u t as there now 
seemed to be a disposition to go on with the 
discussion, he would offer a few' remarks. 
He 
did not intend, however, to go deep into the 
subject, or long to detain the attention of the 
House. 
But lie was desirous that the brevity 
of his speech on this subject should be attrib­ 
uted to his benevolence, to his regard for 1 he 
feelings of others, and by no means to his stu­ 
pidity, by no means to a want of materials for 
making a long speech on tiiis subject. 
For 
however brief he might be compelled to be on 
every other subject, for the want of ideas, he 
would not allow such to be the case on this 
occasion. 
For the subject now under consid­ 
eration, lias been the all-absorbing topic of 
conversation, of debate, of newspaper contro­ 
versy, for m onths; so that there can be no 
member in this House, who can be wanting 
materials lor a speech, and every member 
here could, if he pleased, inflict upon the 
House a day’s speech on this subject, and in 
this way, following the example o f members 
of Congress, continue the session during the 
summer. 
But w hat would be the use of all 
this copious waste of words? 
Nothing new 
would be elicited on the subject, and probably 
no vote in the House wotild be changed. 
The 
subject has been presented in every shape and 
in every light of which it is capable. 
O ur 
members of Congress have been engaged on 
this subject almost exclusively for months, to 
the neglect nl almost all other business', and 
we have their speeches in our hands, of all 
lengths, made by men of Ore greatest talent, 
genius and cunning, made 
upon the spot, 
having all the facts and evidence before them, 
so that it ought not to he presumed, that any 
°ne can be wanting materials for making u 
speech on this subject. 
A n d 
I therefore 
claim, said M r R. that my brevity on this oc­ 
casion shall be charged to my benevolence. 
Because, if I were wicked enough to do it, 1 
'night take either the speech of M r C lay, of 
Mr Binney, of M r Webster, or rather Ms 
Webster's speech, in the shape ot a report, nr 
Iht speech of M r W righ t, of M r Rives, ot M r 
Benton, and deliver a speech on either side ot 
this subject, much better than I m yself could 
manufacture, and equal, perhaps, to any which 
has been made in this House. 
B u t lie said he 
**• a kind of a utilitarian — he haled to waste 
hi 


of W right, Hives, Benton, *&c. on the other, 
can alter the opinions of any, how conceited 
it would seem in him, to attempt to do it. 
And even the best which lie could say would 
be but a feeble echo of what lias been said, and 
often reiterated, in Congress. 
And what we 
are now doing after all, is but a fac simile, a 
miniature representation of what has long 
been, and is now dying there, 
lie said, that 
he believed there are now, and always have 
been, two great political parties in this coun­ 
try— a party in favor of wealth and power, and 
a party in favor of the equal right and liberties 
of the people. 
And whatever has been said, 
or may be said, about the concentration of 
power in the hands of one man, he believed 
that the President wns in favor of llie equal­ 
ity, the interests, the rights and liberties of 
the whole people, and that it is the U . S. 
Bank, and the U. S. Bank party, that are in 
favor of the concentration of power and 
wealth— and the President, in his measures 
against the U. S. Bank, has been influenced 
by his feelings of attachment to the equal 
rights of man, and his hostility to this concen­ 
tration of wealth and power, by great monied 
monopolies. 
He knows, and we all know, 
that as 
the few contrive means to obtain 
wealth and power, the many verge towards 
pauperism and slaver)'— that liberty cannot 
exist in a nation where a great monied com­ 
bination becomes one of the permanent insti­ 
tutions of the country. 
The people have 
rightly appreciated the motives o f the Presi­ 
dent, in his measures against this Bank.— 
They feel that he has been w illing to jeaper- 
dize his popularity, and expose him self to 
abuse, insult, threats, and every evil which 
the power of wealth could heap upon him, in 
order to protect them and their children for 
ever, from the corruptions and power of a 
monied aristocracy. 
And the people have shown, that they in this 
way appreciate his motives, by his re-election 
to the Presidency by the most overwhelm ing 
majority that has ever been in this wide ex­ 
tended country, of such diversity of interests 
and difference of opinion in relation to every 
thing else. 
And the case stands now as it did 
before the election. 
It was then bank or no 
bank, and it is now bank or no bank, and who 
dares to say that the people have not express­ 
ed their opinion against the Bank. 
B u t the 
President has taken the responsibility and re ­ 
moved the deposites, and, say the tesolves, 
has added another to the many proofs of an 
attempt to concentrate all possible power in 
the hands of one individual. 
The President 
lias taken the responsibility, and, says M r 
C lay, thus assumes both the sword and the 
purse, and this idea has been reiterated here 
in this H o u sp . 
B u t how does it follow, that 
by removing the deposites, even if he had re­ 
moved them, which is not literally the fact, 
that lie has assumed the sword and the purse ? 
Hoes the power of saying in what vault the 
public pursw snail be placed necessarily give 
the Executive the ownership of the purs« ?— 
Can the President expend the public money 
in one bank more than in another? 
Can he 
control the expenditure of a dollar, now, more 
than he could previous to his assumption ?of 
“ the responsibility” ? 
A disposition to dwell 
on this point, would but argue a distrust of 
the intelligence of the House. 
It is not the 
President that has assumed the sword and the 
purse. 
It is the Bank, that having the purse, 
wants the sword. 
But what is the most la 
mentable, the most astonishing, its advocates 
here and every «’here, are“ wi!ling to gratify 
this desire in the Bank. 
T hey seem to think 
the Bank has the right to hold both the purse 
and the sword, has a right to exist, which is 
the same thing as a right to hold the sword.— 
Let the Bank be re-chartered, and long before 
the end o f another twenty years, no one will 
dispute as to the place of deposite, both of the 
purse and the sword, and no man would dare 
to attempt to remove the deposites. 
And yet 
ils advocates here and every where, think 
that this great engine of power and wealth, 
corruption and slavery, ought not to he de­ 
stroyed, nor even suffered to die a natural 
death. 
T hey contend that it has a right to 
exist, that the decision of tfie Supreme Court 
has made it ¿constitutional, or 
rather, one 
would suppose, from the reasoning of the 
gentleman from Salem , (M r Saltonstn!) has 
made it a part of the Constitution, if not su­ 
perior to the Constitution. 
For lie contends, 
that by this decision its constitutionality is 
settled, and the President lias no riglri to pre­ 
vent its re-charter, and by doing so, ft is in 
his mind proof positive that the President is 
laboring to concentrate all possible power in 
his hands, and is changing the government 
into a monarchy. 
The ad voeates of the Bank 
have every where contended, that by this de­ 
cision of the President, the government and 
the people are precluded, that the Bank mo­ 
nopoly is a vested right, that nobody can 
touch it, that it is an astonishing assumption 
of power for the President, on this subject, to 
claim to understand the Constitution for him­ 
self. 
To such dangerous extremes wou'd the 
Bank party among us extend the power of 
the Ju d icia ry, giving it a power not only su­ 
perior to the Executive, and Legislative de­ 
partments, not only superior to the Law , but to 
the Constitution ; and yet this party, by the 
power of wealth, concentrated wealth, mo­ 
nopolies, have now obtained an ascendency in 
old patriotic Massachusetts 
And they even 
contend, that whoever opposes this monstrous 
doctrine, the President, the government, or 
the people, are trying to array the poor against 
the rich, and are desirous of reacting here in 
this country, all the horrors of the French 
Revolution. 
But, is it so, M r Speaker? W ho 
does see this subject in its true light ? 
W ho 
does not see that if the United States Bank 
now, alter all that has been done, now, while 
in open warfare with the government and the 
people, ill open warfare With both the Ex ecu­ 
tive and Legislative branches of the govern- 
ment, (for both are opposed to the Ban k ) and 
the smaller branch of the Legislature would 
be strongly opposed, if other members would 
follow the magnanimous and truly democratic 
course of Mr Senator Rives ; 
if the Bank 
now, while in open warfare with the govern- 
ment and people, should come off victorious, 
who w ill ever hereafter dare to say that its ex­ 
istence shall not be eternal, that its power

should as soon think of praying, not for “ pes­ 
tilence and fam ine," but for something worse, 
for chains and slavery, for manicles, as for 
the continued existence of this great monied 
aristocracy. 
But lie said, he had nothing to 
fear on this account. 
Such would not be the 
result. 
The people are opposed to monied 
aristocracies, and we are safe. 
The good 
sense of the people lend them to prefer to en­ 
dure patiently every evil which the Bank ran 
inflict upon them, rather than to sacrifice 
themselves and their children forever, to the 
corruptions and slavery, which its continued 
existence could not fail to produce. 


The power of concentrated wealth is much 
to be feared. 
F e w of us perhaps there are, 
who have not felt how difficult it is to m ain­ 
tain their equal lights, freedom of feeling, 
and independence of character, even among 
individuals possessed of great wealth* 
There 
are few, perhaps, who have not felt and ac­ 
knowledged the superior wisdom of their rich 
neighbor, whose whole knowledge was de­ 
posited in his pocket— few who have not felt 
themselves humbled in the presence of a 
blockhead, whose whole virtue was cash.— 
And when we see that wealth, in the hands 
of unconnected individuals, obtains too much 
influence among us, ought we not to be care­ 
ful rather to prevent its union, than to afford 
facilities for bringing it together so that its 
whole power may be concentrated to a focus ? 
I f the U . S. Bank is suffered to exist, and be­ 
comes one of our permanent institutions, what 
is to protect us from its power, tfie supercili­ 
ousness and pride of its stockholders? 
W h at 
is to protect us from the corrupting influences 
of its gold ? 
Do we rely on our own integrity, 
on our capacity of resisting temptation ? 
A 
great monied aristocracy w ill involve itself 
with all the affairs of life, with aM the means 
of education, and all the institutions of gov­ 
ernment. 
it w ill operate upon our opinions, 
conduct and characters, without our know ­ 
ledge, moulding our population to its will. 
Do we suppose that our members of Congress 
now, who are interested in the U. S. Bank, 
who own its stock, or who are in its debt, or 
whose fathers, mothers, brothers, sisters, chil­ 
dren, wives, whose dearest friends are inter­ 
ested in the bank— do vve suppose that such 
men can act on the subject now before them, 
as disinterestedly as though they were in no 
way interested, either by themselves or their 
friends ? 
If we think so, we are strangely ig­ 
norant of the nature of man. And when we are 
told by the advocates of the bank here, of great 
men, who were formerly opposed to the bank, 
changing their opinions in its favor, have we 
no reason to suspect, that their minds may 
I*»-*— Deen operated upon by the potent en­ 
ergy of golden argum ents?’ T he people are 
everywhere opposed to the U . S. Bank. Such 
is the almost universal opinion of the danger 
of such an institution, that there never was 
any great political subject in this country, in 
which the people were so unanimous, as they 
are in their support of the President, in his 
measures against this mammoth institution. 
And this feeling of opposition to the bank is 
daily increasing. 
The people 
have 
lately 
been made to feel its power. 
B u t instead of 
being subdued and humbled by the punish­ 
ment inflicted, it has only aroused them with 
a determined energy to destroy the instru­ 
ment, which has the power of inflicting the 
pain. 
W here are the States in this Union, 
which have expressed an opinion in favor of 
tile b ank ?
